2. John Sweetbones, condemn'd for robbing Mr. Job» Mims, and ta- t 
. king from him a Hat and a Hey, on the N 2d of December laſt. He ſad, 
A he was 20 years of age, born at Acton in Middleſex ; ſer ved his Appren- 


tiſhip with a Bricklayer there; came up to London about 12 months ago, 
and here wroughr at his Trade. He at firſt deny'd the Fact he was con- 
demn'd for ; but afterwards own'd it ; adding, that he had been a looſe 
Liver, a Drunkard, a Sabbath-breaker, Sc. for which he ask'd GO D's 
Pardon, and wiſh'd he had not ſo muck offended. Upon my further 
preſſing him to confeſs the Facts of Burg/ary and Murder, which he was 
indicted for, and (no doubt) guilty of, though acquitted for want of ſuffi 
cient Evidence; he anſwer'd, Why do you ark me ſuch a Queſtion > 
ſhould you ſuppoſe me to have committed thoſe Facts, whey I was clear d of em? 
To which I reply'd, Tis well if your Conſcience clears you: Look ye to it: 
„For I muſt plainly tell you, you're in a miſerable Condition, ph (being guilty of 
much Fafts) you do not particularly own them, and repent of them.

3. John Keys, condemn'd for aſſaulting Mrs. Frances Money, and for- 
- cibly taking away her Pecket, &c. on the 5th of February laſt. He faid, 
he was 19 years of age, born in the Pariſh of Newington-Buts ; That he 
had been brought up to the Sea, and for theſe 7 Years paſt ſerv'd on board |} 
the Nonſuch, the Ad venture, the Dreadnought, the Rye-gally, and other Men 
of War alternately. That he never was guilty of any Crime, and was 
innocent particularly of this he ſtood condemn'd for. 


4. Abel Ball, condemn'd for ſtealing 2 Handkerchiefs from Mrs. Mary) 
Pomfret, on the 28th of January laff, He ſaid, he was 25 years of age, 
born in the Pariſh ef St. Saviour, Southwark : That he had ſerved 12 Years 
al Sea, off and on; firſt as a Servant to a Captain, and then as a Sallor, 
{ometimes in Merchant-men, and at other times on board Men of War; 
the laſt whereof, in Which he ſerv'd, was the Goſporr, a 4th Rate, He 
 confels'd he was guilty of the FaQt he ſtood condemn'd for, and alſo had 
committed ſome ſuchlike Facts hefore, within theſe laſt 12 Months; but 
never went higher in his Robberies than picking of Pecpie's Pockets, as 
he found his Opportunity for it; adding, That he had not driven this 
wicked Trade very long, nor would ever have been engag'd in it, had he 
not follow'd and been entic'd by the bad Company ke kept: The Folly

He ſaidꝭ he was 
about 20 years of age, born in Wel-Cloſe in Steprey-Pariſh: That he was 
brought up to no Trade, nor to any manner of Learning: That he could 
got read ; but was ordinarily employ'd in crying News about the Streets, 
and ſometimes in ſerving People at the Markets, in carrying Things for 
them. He confeſs'd, That he had been an Offender formerly (tho? he 
deny'd his being ſo now) and, That he was burnt in the Hand about 18 
Months ago, and then ſent to the Bridewel in Clarkenwel for 2 Years, and 
had not been there above one, when he was fetcht out, and brought to 
Newgate upon the account of the Fact he is now to die for, which (aſter 
his long obſtinate Denial of it) he ar laſt own'd, and ask'd Pardon for, 
praying GOD to be merciful to him, a great and miſerable Sinner. 


7. Matthew Adcock, condemn'd for breaking the Houſe of Mrs, une 
Batchelor, and taking thence 9 pair of Flaxen Sheets, and other Goods, on 

the 2d of Fanuary laſt. He (aid, he was 20 years of age, born at Clipping- 
Norton in Oxfordſhire : That when about 14 Years old he came up to Lan. 
don, and was bound Apprentice to a bᷣerriwig · maker, and had ſerv d 5 Years 
of his Time when this Calamity fell upon him, which he own'd he had 
deferv'd ; freely confeſſing that he was guilty of the Fact he ſtood con- 
demn'd for, and had been engag d above 3 Months in this wicked Courſe 
of Life, into which he was deluded by the bad Company he kept. He 
now appear'd to be ſerious, and ſorry for what he had done amils, pray- 
ing GOD to forgive him. 1 . 


. Edward Elton, condemn d for breaking open the Houſe, of Mr. Jo- 
% Spurling, and ſtealing thence ſome Wearing- Apparel, Linnen, and 
other Goods, on the 16th of June laſt. He ſaul, he was 16 years of age, 
bora in the Pariſh of St. Andrew, Elolborn; bound Apprentice to an Uncle 
of his, a Silver Buckle- maker, and was 5 Years with him.

He ſaid, he was 17 Years of age, horn 
in St. Sepulchre's Pariſh : That he was bound Apprentice firſt 
to a Chimney-{weeper, and then to a Joyner, with neither of whom 
he ſerv'd out his Time, but went to Sea. He obſtinately deny'd the 
Fact he ſtood condemn'd for, and would fain have made me believe 
that he was a very innocent Perſon; But when I told him, I knew 
im to be an Old Offender, and that he once receiv'd Sentence of 
Peath at King on updn Thames, for a Burglary by him committed in 
Southwark, he (though with much reluctancy at firſt) did at laſt ac- 
Knowledge that to be true; but ſtill deny'd the Fact he now ſtood 
condemnd for.

11. Richard Chapman, condemin'd for being concern'd with the 
faid William Stone in the Burglary and Robbery committed in the 


Houſe of Mr. Saltonſtal aforemention'd. He ſaid, he was 21 Years 


of age, born in the Pariſh of St. Dunſtan Stepne; : That he firſt lear- 
ned the Art of a Wine-cooper with a Vintner, to whom he was then 
bound Apprentice, and with whom he liv'd but a little while: After. 
wards being bound to a Butcher in Hhite- Chapel, and having ſerv'd five 
Years with him, and bought off the two remaining Years, he be- 
came his own Maſter. He (like his Companion Stone) behav'd 


himfelf in ſuch a manner, as ſhew'd him to be a hardned Sinner, 
and obſtinately deny*d the Fact he was now condemn'd for, and 


would not at firſt, though he was forced at laſt to own, his being 
Guilty of ſome Felonies of which he formerly was convicted, and 
tor which he had receiv'd condign Puniſhment.

He ſaid, he was 21 Years of age, born in 
the Pariſh of St. Mary White Chapel: That he was put out Apprentice 
to a Perriwig-maker then living in Tork-baildzngs, and now near 
Charins-croſs : That he did not ſerve above 4 Years of his Time, but

Apparel, Cc. He (aid, he was 30 Years of age, born in Morceſterſbire, 
but in what Pariſh he could not tell, as having been when very young 


brought up to London, and liv'd all the While with his Father in 


Southwark, with whom he learnt the Arc of Perriwig-making, which 


he follow'd till he was enticed into Evil Courſes. He confeſs'd he 


was guilty of the Fact he ſtood condema'd for; and, That he had 
committed ſome Felonies before, tor which he was burat in the 
Hand and ſent to the Bridewell at Clerteumell tor a Twelvemonth, 
where he fulfilled his Time about Two Years ago; but when dif. 
charg'd thence, inſtead of taking care to avoid bad Company, and 
the commiſſion of wicked Facts, he preſently return'd to his old ill 
Courſe of Life. He ſeemꝰ'd to be ſenſible both of his Sins and of the 
Puniſhment he deſerv'd for them, and pray*d Gop to forgive him. 


14. Samuel Sherman, alias Lawſon, alias Falffone, or rather 
Foulſtone (which laſt, he told me, was his right Name) condemn'd for 


ſtealing, 5 Silver - Spoons out of Mr. John Smits Houſe in the Pariſh 
of St. Jahr Mapping, on the Firſt of February laſt, He faid, he was 
19 Years of age, born in the Pariſh of St. Pau, Shadwell: That firſt 


he was bound to a Weaver in Spitele fields, and then ſerv'd a Water- 


man, who carried him to Sea in a Lacht belonging to the Cuſtom- 
houſe, of which that Waterman was the Maſter, and uſed to carry 
Goods and Paſſengers init. Afterwards his Father, a Bricklayer, to 


whom he was bound Apprentice, and with whom he had learnt 


ſomething of that Trade, rurged him over to another Bricklayer,who 


could not keep him long; for, after a ſhort ſtay rhere, he left him, as 


he had undutitully done his former Maſters; and this (he ſaid) we 
about three Years fince, from which time to this, he either lay under 

Confinement in Newgate (as he did about a Twelvemonth ago, for brea- 
king the Houſe of Mr. Chriſtopher Bryan, and taking thence a Bundle of 
Wearing Apparel, on the Fourteenth of Februar), 1715) or elſe was 
Thieving up and down, and leading a very lewd and vicious Life. 
All this he now confeſs'd, and (when put in mind of it) acknow- 


ledg'd alſo his having pleaded. His Moſt Graciow MA] E STT As Free 
Pardon at the Ola. Bail), on Thur/day the 2orth' of December laſt, and 


abuſed that Mercy; and therefore juſtly deſery*d the Puniſhment he 
was to ſuffer for the Fact that had brought him under this ſecone 
dentence of Death; which tho? he would not at firſt, yet did at laſt 
blainly own he had epented ter, 


lainty own he had committed, and, heartily repented tr, as he did 
tor all other his Sins. | 15.

15. Elizabeth Bꝛown (who formerly went by her Maiden Name Turner) con 


demu d for picking the Pocket, firſt, of Mr. Philip Foner, on the 17th of Febry,, 
laſt; and, ſecondly, of Mr. Thomas Appleby, at the ſame time, it being her con. 
ſtant Practice to pick Pockets in Churches. She ſaid; ſhe was about 40 Year; of 
age, born in Heefſtreet, iu the Pariſh of St. Bridget, London : That in her you nger 
Years ſhe learnt to waſh Hoods, Point-Lace, &c.. but did not much 
follow that Buſineſs, being otherwiſe employ'd in looking aſter her Father's 
Houſe till ſhe was married. She confeſs'd the Facts for which ſhe was condem. 
ned, ànd likewiſe two others which ſhe was try'd for, but for want of ſufficient 
Proof acquitred of; and further acknowledg'd, That for ſome Felonies ſhe had 
formerly committed, ſhe was twice burnt in the Cheek; after that, was of late 
burnt in the Hand, and ſent to the Bridewell in Clerkenwell, there to be kept 
(as ſhe. was) to hard Labour for a Twelvemoath : That her ill Life, and keep- 
ing bad Company, oblig'd her Husband (a Silk-weaver, and an honeſt May ) 
to leave her; and ſo being deſtitute of a Maintenance, more and more purſu'd 
her wicked Courſes, and thereby brought herſelf at laſt to this miſerable State. 
She ſeem'd to be ſenſible of her Sins, and of the Puniſhment ſhe deſerv'd for 
them, not only in this World, but in the next, if GOD (whoſe Pity ſhe imptor'g) 
was not moſt merciful to her: She ask'd Pardon of Him with great earneſt- 
_ Neſs, as alſo of her Husband, and of all the Perſons ſhe had offended and injur'd. 
As they were jult going to be turn'd off, John Sweerbones, who for ſome parti. 
cular Reaſon (it ſeems) had own'd before, now deny'd his being guilty of the 
Fact he was condemn'd and to die for: And as to the other Two Facts of Bur- 
glary and Murder, he was ſeverally Try'd for, and acquitted of, tho ſuppos'd 
Te had committed, he here perſiſted in his Denial of them. William Stone and 
Richard Chapman in like manner perſiſted in their Denial of the Fact for which 
they tood-condemn'd, though they acknowledg'd the Juſtice of G O P in thus 
Ppuniſhing them, for they had been great Offenders in other reſpects; and Son- 
_ particularly declar'd, That about 4 Years ago he broke Mr. Freeman's Shop ia 
Hatton garden, and thence took a Perriwig. John Giles diſown'd the robbing | 
Mr. Biner's Shop at the time mention'd by the Evidence, but he ſaid two more 
(one of whom was hang'd for another Fact he committed ſince, and the other 
lately tranſported) had done that ſome time before. The reſt did neither 
alter in, nor add any thing to, their Confeſſions before ſet down. 
This Day they were carry'd from Newgate (in 5 Carts ) to the Place of Execution, where! 
did for the laſt time earneſtly exhort them to cdaſider well what bad hrought them to this ſhame- | 
ful and untimely End, and ſue for Grace, that they might truly repent, and be deliver'd from 
Blood-gailtineſs, and from the Guilt of all other their Sins. To this purpoſe I pray'd for them; 
ſung ſome Penitential Pſalms with them; made them rehearſe the A poſtles Creed; and after 
I had finally implor'd GOD's Mercy and the Aſſiſtance of his Holy Spirit to them, for their ful! 
Converſion and Eternal Salvation, I withdrew, leaving them to their private Devotions, ſor 
which they had ſome Time allotted them. Then the Cart drew away, and they were turn'd of, | 
all the while calling upon GOD to have Mercy on their departing Sous. -
